Standardization of 
Basket Rules Urged 


NEW YORK 
(UP)—A se- 
ries of amendments designed to 
standardize basketball insofar as 
floors, backboards, balls, baskets 
and lighting are concerned, will 
be presented to the rule-making 
body of the National Basketball 
committee at its meeting in Kan­ 
sas City this week-end. 
A special committee compris­ 
ing C. S. Edmundson, University 
of Washington; Dale Lash, Wes­ 
ley an university and Valentine 
Lentz, U. S. Military academy , 
will make the appeal, formulated 
by the National Association of 
Basketball Coaches, which con­ 
cluded a two-day meeting y es­ 
terday . 
Calculated to provide another 
means of eliminating the con­ 
troversial zone ty pe of defense, 
a suggestion by Dave Tobey of 
Savage institute was approved 
unanimously . 
Tobey suggested 
that the present three-second re­ 
striction on the pivot post play 
be modified to apply only to the 
foul lane between the end line 
and the free throw line. 
If 
approved at Kansas City , this 
will free the outer half of the 
foul circle to unrestricted use. 
As the code now stands the 
foul lane and circle is virtually 
forbidden territory as an offen­ 
sive play er may station himself 
in this zone for an unlimited 
time without the ball but may 
remain for only three seconds 
after gaining possession. 
The coaches voted unanimous­ 
ly for a standard play ing court 
50 feet in width and 8 4 feet be­ 
tween 
the 
blackboards, 
voted 
against fan-shaped backboards, 
specify ing that they should be 


6x 4 feet rectangles made of steel, 
wood or glass and approved play ­ 
ing the game with a laceless, 
stitched-seam ball made of brown 
leather panels.

I don’t know the amount of 
the cheek that Promoter Mike 
Jacobs handed him, but how 
much actually was left for 
Abe after his manager, Jim­ 
my Johnston, had taken what 
I am sure was his sizeable 
cut, handlers 
and 
sparring 
partners had been paid off, 
and the other 101 tabs picked 
up. 
My guess is that it was a 
pretty paltry sum, as heavy ­ 
weight championship pay offs 
go, and that considering the 
terrible beating he took Abe 
was almost as badly under­ 
paid as those unfortunates 
who used to play tag with the 
lions to make a Roman holi­ 
day . 


Yet it is difficult to feel too 
sorry for Simon. 
He didn’t 
have to fight Louis in the 
first 
place. 
That’s 
really 
making money the hard way . 
when y ou get a knot on y our 
head with every dollar, even 
gold loses its appeal. 
Si­ 
mon would have been wiser 
had he taken one of 50 al­ 
ternatives. 
He could have 
borrowed a beard and a cane 
and posed as a Spanish War 
pensionler or worked at 50 
cents an hour testing used 
parachutes. 
The best proof of what a 
beating Abe did take In those 
IS rounds in Detroit, is the 
fact that he has signed to 
fight Louis again. 
The nex t 
evidence of what Louis’ fists 
did to him will come in the 
return bout. 
He’ll never go 
13 again. 
For one thing, he 
will know he can’t lick Louis. 
That will soften him some 
and there never was chin— 
not even on one of those Gut- 


zon Borglum mountain me­ 
morial chins, 
which 
could 
take licks Abe’s did and be 
the same afterwards. 
Boxing should have a law 
to protect men like Simon 
against themselves. 
It could 
be a law similar to the one 
that says a man’s life can’t be 
placed in jeopardy twice for 
the same crime. 
A fellow like Simon is in 
jeopardy when he get» in 
there with Louis. 
I 
don’t 
believe you could find a re­ 
putable physician who couldn’t 
tell that a man can’t take a 
beating about the head such 
as Simon took 
from 
the 
champion and ever be the 
same again, mentally or phys­ 
ically. Simon is just the type 
who suffers the most at the 
hands of Loots. He is a giant 
in stature, strong as young 
redwood 
and unimaginative 
enough to be foolishly brave. 
The light, glass-chinned boys 
go out quickly and thus miss 
rounds of pummeling. Simon 


can take it—he probably Is 
proud of his ability to ab­ 
sorb 
punishment—and 
that 
leads to slaughter. 
Bob Pastor is a good ex­ 
ample of what happens to a 
man who takes 
a 
10-or-15 
round beating from Louis. 
Pastor got his from L ouis- 
11 rounds of it—In the same 
Detroit where Simon got his. 
Before that fight Pastor could 
really take a 
punch. 
But 
Louis so softened Pastor that 
the 
feather-punching 
Billy 
Conn was able to knock him 
out in a later bout. 
Speaking of 
Simon’s re­ 
turn match with Louis, what 
impels a man to buy a ticket 
for a Louis vs. Pushover bout? 
Does he buy it for the priv­ 
ilege of watching a great 
champion in action? 
Does 
he buy It in the hope of be­ 
ing on hand when the cham­ 
pion is finally beaten? 
Or 
does he hay it for the same 
reason that 
Spaniards 
buy 
buU-fight tickets?

nandez and his committee will be grateful, and the 
community will receive through y our contribu­ 
tion the publicity required to acquaint prospec­ 
tive residents with the desirability of Santa Ana 
as a residential sanctuary . 


HOT CARGO AND SECONDARY 
BOYCOTTS 
There has been introduced into the Senate Bill 
No. 8 77, which would amend the California Labor 
Code to make “ hot cargo” and “ boy cotts” illegal. 
Here are three sections of the proposed law: 
” 1131. The ‘hot cargo’ and 'secondary boy cott’ 
are hereby declared to be unlawful. 
” 1132. Any act, combination or agreement w'hich 
directly or indirectly causes, induces or compels 
a violation of any of the provisions of this chap­ 
ter, or inflicts any loss, injury or damage on 
any one because of his refusal to violate any of 
the provisions of this chapter shall be unlawful. 
‘‘1133. Any person injured or threatened with 
injury by any violation of any of the provisions 
of this chapter shall be entitled to injunctive relief 
therefrom in a proper case, and to recover any 
damages resulting therefrom in any court having 
jurisdiction in the State of California.” 
This bill is necessary because of the recent deci­ 
sions of the California Supreme Court. 
Under 
the present law, any group of men can enter into 
a combination to refuse to handle or transport 
goods because someone claims the producer of 
these goods is unfair to labor. 
This law' would also prevent w'hat is know'n as 
a secondary boy cott; that is, it w’ould prevent any 
group from having the right to boy cott a grocery 
store that handles milk or any thing else that 
some labor organization or group of irresponsible 
men claim should be boy cotted. 
The refusal to handle w'hat is called “ hot cargo" 
and “ secondary boy cott” are forms of civil w'ar. 
It is an arbitrary combination of people, tending 
to destroy the constitutional rights of American 
citizens. 
There are so many laws that discriminate 
against the working man w-ho does not care to 
belong to the union that it becomes necessary to 
have protection laws passed like this “ hot cargo” 
and “ secondary boy cott” law to protect his natural 
rights. If laws like this are not passed and the 
present laws are retained on the statutes, it means 
sooner or later that private enterprise cannot 
function. 
It means that labor racketeers can 
pounce on any group of employ es, compel them 
to join a union, pay any dues that those in control 
demand and that these employ es have no right 
to determine how much their dues may be or how 
the money may be spent. 
Without these laws, it means that we can have 
government within a government. 
No legitimate labor union that is functioning 
on the original American principles, that recog­ 
nizes all workers should have equal rights, that 
;desires to find better jobs for its workmen, does 
jpot attempt to set arbitrary w'ages by coercion, 
ra n have any objection to this kind of a law being 
passed. Only labor leaders w'ho want special priv­ 
ileges, want to destroy the free enterprise method 
of doing business can object to this kind of a law 
.being passed. 
; This law' has already been reported out of the 
¿ Senate Committee, and will, undoubtedly , be 


be unsuccessful. 
Consequently , news releases 
from London minimize all German successes and 
ex aggerate all British successes. They avoid any 
discussion of w'ar aims, peace terms or how Eng­ 
land can win now that Germany has defeated 
France and controls the continent of Europe” . 
As an ex ample of this propaganda, Lindbergh 
say s: “ Then, y ou retail that when the Germans

were said to be weakly constructed; there was a 
shortage of pilots, raw materials and fuel.

were told that Germany did not have sufficient 
food to wage a war. And in addition to all this, 
internal conditions were said to be so bad that 
the German people would start a revolution rath­ 
er than fight again. 
“ If y ou question the accuracy of my state­ 
ment that we have been misinformed through 
propaganda, I ask y ou to glance through our 
daily newspapers since the war began. 
If y ou 
are pressed for time, take any one of the major 
campaigns—Poland, Finland, Norway , Holland, 
Belgium and France. 
You will find that we, in 
America, were misinformed about these cam­ 
paigns until the actual military position made 
it impossible to hide the facts any longer.” 
Ou r Ob lig a tio n s 
“ Personally , I believe that by our withdrawal 
from Europe after the last war, and our failure 
to prepare for this one many y ears ago, we are 
already committed to a policy of military ‘isola­ 
tion.’ 
I believe that if we abandon this policy 
at the present time, we are courting national dis­ 
aster, just as France and England courted dis­ 
aster when they , unprepared, declared war over 
the German invasion of Poland. 
A nation can­ 
not change overnight from an attitude of peace 
to an attitude of war. 
It takes many y ears of 
planning and preparation before great military 
strength can be attained. I believe it is not any 
longer a question of what we wish to do in this 
war, but rather one of what we can do. 
I be­ 
lieve that for us to enter the conflict in Europe 
at this time would result in defeat and humilia­ 
tion.

“ We, in America, should not be discussing 
whether we will enter the war that England de­ 
clared in Europe. We should not be w'asting our 
time arguing about whether it is cheaper to de­ 
fend someone else than to defend ourselves. We 
should not be conscripting our y outh for a for­ 
eign war they do not wish to fight. We should 
all be marching together toward one clear and 
commonly accepted goal—the independent destiny 
of America. 
If we desire unity and strength 
among our people, we must turn our ey es back 
from these everlasting wars of Europe—back to 
our own country , to the clear horizons of a great 
American future. 
Let us learn from the errors 
made by the democracies abroad and not repeat 
them. 
Let us give thanks to the generations of 
Americans before us who won and maintained the 
independence of our nation against far greater 
dangers than we face today .” 
On e Req u est 
Lindbergh has this request: 
“ I have one last request, and then this letter 
is ended. 
Before y ou make y our final decision, 
reason through for y ourself what war would 
mean to this country . 
Demand a practical plan 
from those who preach of defending democracy 
throughout the world. Ask them to ex plain how 
we are to invade successfully the continent of 
Europe—how we are to impose our ideology on 
the peoples of Germany , Russia, Italy and J apan 
combined against us. 
Insist on an answer that 
is clear—couched in terms of soldiers killed and 
y ears of war. 
Stop them from telling y ou what 
should be done, and make them demonstrate to 
y ou what we have the ability to do.” 
This is certainly good advice.

The M erry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON. — That closed- 
door caucus of House Republicans 
which preceded passage of the 
$7,000,000,000 lend - lease appro­ 
priation developed into the hot­ 
test debate since Representative 
J oe Martin has been party floor 
leader. 
Feeling ran so high that at one 
time two Midwestern isolation­ 
ists, enraged by the pro-aid-Brit- 
ain attitude of Republican lead­ 
ers. loudly disavowed their party 
and asserted they would vote for 
Socialist Norman Thomas if an 
election were held today . 
The two were Representatives 
Harold Knutson of Minnesota and 
William P. Lambertson of Kan­ 
sas, both violent opponents of the 
lend-lease bill. They erupted When 
Representative J ohn Taber of New 
York, ranking GOP member of 
the Appropriations committee, and 
a leading economy advocate, came 
out flatly for the $7 ,000,000,000 
appropriation. 
Ex plaining his position, Taber 
contended that the lend-lease pro­ 
gram was the “ best insurance pos­ 
sible” against the United States 
getting into the war. 
“ We need every cent of this 
seven billion dollars,” Taber de­ 
clared, “ to produce the airplanes, 
tanks, guns and ammunition Brit­ 
ain needs to defend itself and the 
United States 
against 
the en­ 
croaching forces of totalitarian­ 
ism.” 


The most scathing castigation 
of an air-mail contract since the 
day in 19 34 when J im Farley 
canceled all of them, was deliv­ 
ered against Pan American Air­ 
way s last week by counsel for the 
Civil Aeronautics board.

Involved is one of the thous­ 
ands of daily little items of man­ 
agement which go to make up 
government, the important detail 
that gets lost in the rush of pub­ 
lic attention to more sensational 
matters. 
The 
agricultural 
de­ 
partment, which has never been 
noted for thrift, apparently took 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
last 
economiz­ 
ing promise seriously , the good 
lord only knows why , as no one 
else did. 
It decided to call for 
bids on storage of a part of the 
11,000,000 bales of cotton now 
held by its 
commodity credit 
corporation. 
The bids were so 
good the department figured it 
could save $5000 a day by moving 
its white elephant fur. 
You could naturally ex pect the 
warehouses which would suffer 
to put up a struggle, but not 
such a successful struggle as they 
have 
been able to manage in 
congress. 
Tennessee’s Senator McKellar 
introduced a bill to prevent ac­ 
ceptance of bids or removal of 
the cotton.

NEW YORK, March 26 .—The 
appointment of any super-board 
of mediators, conciliators or free­ 
sty le handshakers for the purpose 
of checking outrageous acts by la­ 
bor unions is no more than politi­ 
cal stall and cannot cure this dan­ 
gerous situation. The cure is law, 
and the devices adopted so far 
will only emphasize the lack of 
specific laws to forbid and punish 
actions which 
admittedly are a 
menace to the national safety and 
which, for more than a y ear now, 
have been ex posed as an arrogant 
violation of the rights of Ameri­ 
can citizens. 
The United States congress has 
no right to wait for President 
Roosevelt to propose legislation 
through one of his official dog- 
robbers. 
Congress 
has its own 
duties, and responsibilities in this 
perilous problem, and even though 
the President should strongly in­ 
dicate an aversion to specific leg­ 
islation in this field, congress still 
has an obligation to override him 
and, if necessary , to override his 
veto. 
The President is not con­ 
gress, and he has notions about 
the correct way of dealing with 
professional unloneers which cer­ 
tainly condone and tolerate seri­ 
ous abuses. Therefore, he will not 
take the initiative. 
I know this is supposed to be a 
time for compromise 
and unity , 
but there is never a time when it 
is either wise or honest to com­ 
promise with wrong. 
The unions 
are in the wrong, and laws must 
be passed to repudiate some of 
the twisted reasoning by which 
the federal supreme court and the 
supreme court of California have 
practically 
absolved 
unioneers 
from the penalties that rest on 
other men for certain offenses. 
As matters stand, by a combin­ 
ation of laws and decisions, the 
labor union, which is only a pri­ 
vate organization of Individuals, 
claims and, by public default, en­ 
joy s the right to blockade not only 
munition 
factories 
but 
private 
works on the 
representation of 
some uncounted and uncertified 
number of men that they are ag­ 
grieved 
workers. 
It has been 
necessary to obtain the gracious 
permission of individual unioneers 
to send officers of the army into 
plants to take out and deliver to 
the soldiers certain tools of war 
necessary for their training. These 
agents of these private groups did 
not grant this permission as a 
matter of national right. 
They 
gave it as a special favor, al­ 


though actually they gave it be­ 
cause they knew that if they 
didn’t public opinion would smash 
their power by the same violent 
means that unioneers have used 
to keep free, willing American 
workmen away from patriotia 
works. 
No, these offense» * are not mat­ 
ters for compromise of negotia­ 
tion. The public and the individu­ 
al workman, as well as the law- 
abiding American citizen who op^K 
erates an industry , have rights 
which must be recognized in plain 
words by the law-making body . 
The unions have no right to block­ 
ade any plant by violence, and 
rather than placate them in their 
wrongdoing or meet them in the 
streets with their own weapons 
the national government owes it 
to the people to establish positive 
restrictions on the conduct of 
unions. 
Lately I have been warned that 
it is unwise to insist too strongly 
on the reform of unions and the 
adoption of laws compelling them 
to respect the rights of others. I 
am warned by union publications 
that they can boy cott all publica­ 
tions which print revelations of 
crookedness in union administra­ 
tion and articles disputing the 
right of unions to riot, persecute 
and con.spire against the national 
safety . The answer is that if these 
private organizations are able to 
get away with 
that, then our 
newspapers will have defaulted 
the duty of a free press and sold 
out to an anti-American force for 
the price of some circulation and 
advertising revenue. 
Congress also is being tempted 
to sell out. The duty of initiating 
and driving through restrictive 
and regulatory legislation does not 
rest on any particular man in 
either house. Therefore, each in­ 
dividual may shirk the dangerous 
and difficult duty of getting this 
task done and no individual can 
be singled out for punishment. 
This is a case which calls for per­ 
sonal 
and 
political 
force 
and 
courage. 
It is idle to preach compromise 
with outrage. 
You don’t reason 
with wrong, but punish it or sur­ 
render y our government and y our 
liberties. And I will not listen to 
the contention that the crooked­ 
ness of certain unions of the A. F. '* 
of L. has been overemphasized. 
They reek of corruption, and Wil­ 
liam Green will not dare deny 
that he has indorsed and support­ 
ed vicious crooks.

Many times during the past

hampering 
defense 
production, 
but creating a class cleavage, en­ 
couraging sabotage and depress­ 
ing the public morale to a point 
which threatens our safety . 
Slowing Production 
Mr. Bullitt did not say it, but 
his comparison of our present 
situation with that of prewar 
France implies that we have in 
the United States today a govern­ 
ment comparable with that of the 
ill-starred Blum regime—a “ pop- 
llar front” government. 
He did 
say that "labor reforms,” strikes 
and Communist sabotage slowed 
French production just at the 


time France should have been 
producing with 
e ve r y energy ; 
that 
Communist 
workers 
did 
"practically no work” even under 
the greatly shortened hours, and 
that loy al Frenchmen were in­ 
volved in “ wave afted wave” of 
strikes during the critical period 
from 19 36 to 19 38 . 
While Mr. Bullitt was talking 
the daily newspapers were carry ­ 
ing news about strikes effecting 
the production of steel, motors, 
trucks, planes, muntions and de­ 
fence 
building 
projects. 
The 
CIO was threatening to union­ 
ize Ford “ or else.” A bus driv­ 
ers’ 
strike was crippling New 
York City . Representative Hobbs 
of Alabama cited figures showing 
that during J anuary alone labor 
hours lost due to strikes were 
sufficient to have produced 2000 
fighter planes or one battleship. 
The secretary 
of war warned 
that strikes were menacing de­ 
fense. 
Industry Hampered 
But the Pre» sident of the United 
States assured his press confer­ 
ence that strikes were not “ seri­ 
ously ” slowing defense. 
Aside 
from the Vinson bill to protect 
workers on naval projects from 
labor racketeers, no ex ecutive or 
legislative move has been made 
to remedy a situation ex actly 
analogous to that of France un­ 
der the Blum regime. 
The National Labor Relations 
board continues its persecutions 
of employ ers. Cochief of Defense 
Production Sidney Hillman con­ 
tinues to attempt “ crack-downs’* 
on industry . 
The wife of the 
President of the United States

fresh foreign meats whenever its 
ships were 
in foreign waters.

Undue importance was attached 
to the issue by western repre­ 
sentatives who naturally wanted 
their constituents to believe a 
vital change was being effected.

As 
the New Dealers also want the 
utmost in tax es, and the old con­ 
servative Democratic groups be­ 
lieve this is the only way to 
avoid inflation, the 
impending 


tax struggle is a fight to see who 
can go to the greatest ex treme. 
If any one is looking at the prob­ 
lem from the standpoint of the 
tax pay er, he has not y et ap­ 
peared on the scene here for the 
debate which opens April 1.
